(2) Words or expressions occuring in these regu- 
h’. ions and not defined in sub-regulation (1) shall 
bear the same meaning as in the Act.

3, Composition of Benches of the Board.— (I) 
Subject to regulation 4, every Bench of the Board 
formed under : ub-section (4B) of Section 10E may 
consist of one or more members. 

(2) The order of the Chairman forming any Bench 
shall specify therein the powers which shall be exer¬ 
cised and functions which shall be discharged by the 
Bench. 

(3) The Chairman shall, in relation' to each Bench 
formed pecify the member of the Bench before whom 
every ma'ter requiring deebion of the Board (not 
being a matter affecting the final disposal of the 
petition) shall be placed for orders and in the absence 
of the member so specified every such matter shall be 
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placed before any other member of tile Bench who 
i, present, 

Power of the Chairman to specify matters which 
may be dealt, with by a Bench. 

4. (1) It shall be lawful lor the Chairman to pro¬ 
vide that matters falling under sections 235, 237, 
247, 248, 250, 388B, 408 and 409 and matter, fall¬ 
ing under Chapter VI of Part VI of the Act and under 
section 2A of the Monopolies Act and all other 
matters incidental thereto shall be dealt with by a 
Bench consisting o! not less than two members in¬ 
cluding the Chairman (which shall be known as the 
Principal Bench). 

(2) The Principal Bench shall be at New Delhi 
but the Principal Bench may :il at such places in 
India and at such time as may be most convenient 
in exercise of its powers and functions in India. 

(3) It shall be luwlul for lire Chairman to provide 
that matters falling under sections 111 and 269 of 
the Act and under section 22A of the Securities Act 
shall be dealt with by a Bench consisting of not less 
than two members and all other matters not falling 
under sub-regulations (If and (3) of this regulation 
including issuing of direction. and interlocutory 
matters may be dealt with by a Bench consi ting of a 
single member. 

5. Vacancy in the office of the Chairman.—If, for 
any reason, the Chairman is not appointed or a casual 
vacancy occurs in th e ollicc of the Chairman, the 
seniormost member of the Board, holding office of 
member for the time being, shah di charge the fun¬ 
ctions of the Chairman until a person is appointed as 
the Chairman. 

6. Inability of the C hairman to function.—When 
the Chairman is unable to discharge the functions 
owing to absence, illness or any other cause, the 
seniormost member of the Board, if so authorised by 
the Chairman, shall discharge functions of the Chair¬ 
man until the day on which the Chairman resumes 
the charge of his functions. 

7. Jurisdiction of the Bench.—(1) All proceedings, 
other than the proceedings before the Principal Bench 
under regulation 4, shall be instituted before the 
Bench which in who e jurisdiction the registered 
office of the company is situated. 

(2) The regions where th e . Benches shall ordinarily 
have their sittings are the Northern Region, the Sou¬ 
thern Region, the Eastern Region and the Western 
Region, the Stares and Linion Territories falling 
within each of such region being States and Union 
Territories as provided in Annexure I to these re¬ 
gulations. 

(3) The Benches shall ordinarily have their sitt¬ 
ings at Calcutta (Eastern Region), Bombay (Western 
Region), Madras (Southern Region) and New Delhi 
(Northern Region) : 

Provided that the Bench may, at it discretion, hold 
its sidings in any other city or town falling wtihin the 
region. 

8. Language of the Bench—(1) The proceedings 
of a Bench shall be conducted in English or Hindi. 


(2) No petition, application, reference, document 
or other matter contained in any language other than 
English or Hindi shall be accepted by the Board 
unless the same is accompanied by a true Iran lation 
thereof in English or Hindi. 

(3) All documents required to be translated into 
English or Hindi shall be translated by a person ap¬ 
pointed or approved by the Board : 

Provided that any translation which i agreed *o 
by the parties to the proceedings may be accepted by 
the Board in appropriate cases us u true translation. 

(4) All final and interlocutory orders of the Bench 
shall be in English or Hindi. 

9. Sitting hour.', of the Bench.—Sitting hours of 
the Bench hall ordinarily be from 10 30 a m. to 
1.30 p.ni. and from 2.30 p.m. to 4.30 p.m. on all 
working days except Saturday, Sunday and other 
public holidays, subject to any general or special 
order made by the Chairman. 

10. Bench to have seal of its own.—(1) There shall 
be a separate seal of a Bench of the Board. 

(2) Every such seal shull be kept in the cu tody 
of the Secretary or Bench Officer and shall be used 
under his direction or control. 

(3) Every order or communication made, notice 
issued or certified copy granted by a Bench shall be 
stamped with the seal of the concerned Bench and 
shall be authenticated by the Secretary or the Bench 
Officer, as the case may be. 

11. Petitions, etc., to be in writing.—(1) Every 
affidavit application, reference or petition shall be 
written, typewritten, cyclostyled or printed, neatly and 
legibly, on one side of the substantial paper of fools¬ 
cap size in double space and separate sheets shall be 
stitched together and every page shall be consecutively 
numbered. 

(2) Numbers and elates specifid in any affidavit, 
application, reference or petition shall be expressed 
in figures us well as in words; and, where the date 
specified therein has not been stated according to the 
Gregor an Calendar, the corresponding date accor¬ 
ding to the Gregorian Calendar shall also be specified. 

12. Application, reference or petition to be divided 
into paragraphs.—Every application, reference or 
petition shall be divided into separate paragraph which 
shad be numbered serially and shall state thereon the 
matter, and the name of the company, to which it 
relates. 

13. Gneral heading to be in Form No. I in An- 
nexure-II.—The general heading in all proceedings, 
whether original or interlocutory, and of advertise¬ 
ments and notices, shall be as in Form No. I in An- 
nexure-11. 

14. Procedure for filing petition.-■—(1) Subject to 
the provisions of regulations 35 and 37. a petition to 
the Bench shall be prepared in Form No. 1 in An- 
nexure-II and presented by the petitioner in person 
or through authorised representative to the office of 
the Bench or be sent by registered post with acknow¬ 
ledgement due addressed to the Secretary or Bench 
Officer of the Bench concerned, as the case may be. 
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(2) Where the number of respondents is more than 
one, as many extra copies of the petition us there are 
respondents shall be furnished by Ihe petitioner; 

Provided that where the number of respondents is 
more than live, the Secretary or Bench Officei n.ay 
permit the petitioner to hie extra copies of the peti¬ 
tion at the time of issue of notice to the respondents. 

(3; The petitioner shall serve a copy of the refe¬ 
rence or petition other than a petition under sections 
49, 79, 80A, 111; 113; 118; 163; 188; 196; 

219, 225, 284, 304 and 307 of the Act and Section 
22-A of the Securities Act, upon the concerned Regis¬ 
trar of Companies having jurisdiction over the com¬ 
pany and shall attach to and present with his petition, 
refernce, an acknowledgenmt from the office of the 
Registrar of Companies reciving a copy of the peti¬ 
tion 1 , reference so served ; 

Provided that, in the case of a petition under section 
17 by a company licensed under section 25 of the 
Act, the copy of the petition shall also be served upon 
the Regional Director : 

Provided further that, in case of a petition or com¬ 
plaint under sections 235, 237, 250, 397, 398; 
408 and 409 of the Act; a copy thereof shall also be 
served upon the Central Government. 

(4) (al Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
regulations (U to (2), the Bench may permit more than 
one person to join together and file a single petition if 
it is satisfied, having regard to the cause of action and 
the nature of relief prayed for that they have a 
common interest in the matter.

15. Presentation and scrutiny of petition - flj The 
Oil tee of the Bench shall endorse on every petition 
the date on which rt is presented. 

(2) If, on scrutiny, the petition is found to be in 
order, it shall be duly registered md given a serial 
number. 

(3) If the petition, on scrutiny, is found to be 
defective and the defect noticed is formal in nature, 
the Secretary or Bench Officer may allow the party 
to rectify the same in his presence and if the said 
defect is not formal in nature, the Secretary or Bench 
Officer may allow the petitioner such time to rectify 
the defect as he may deem fit. 

(4) Where the petitioner is aggrieved by the order 
made by the Secretary or Bench Officer under sub¬ 
regulation (3), the matter shall be placed before the 
Bench for its order and it shall be competent for a 
single member of the Bench to issue necessary direc- 
ton which shall be deemed to be the direction of 
the Bench.

business activities of the company, and shall also set 
forth conc sely under distinct heads the grounds for 
such petition and the nature of relief(s) prayed for. 

17. Contents of interlocutory application - An ap¬ 
plication filed subsequent to the filing of the petition 
applying for anv interim order or direction shall as 
far as possible, be in Form No. 2 in* Annexurc-II and 
shall be accompanied by an affidavit verifying the 
application in the manner laid down in regulation 14. 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to present 
a separate application to seek an interim relief or 
direction, except for condonation of delay in filing 
the petition, if, in the original petition, the same Is 
prayed for. 

18. Documents to accompany the petition.—0)A 
petition shall be accompanied by documents as pre¬ 
scribed in Annexure-III and shall be accompanied 
by an Index of Documents. 

(2) Documents referred to in sub-regulation (1) 
may be attested bv the authorised representative and 
the documents shall be marked serially as Annexure 
Al, A2, A3 and so on. 

(3) Where the petition is filed by the authorised 
representative, memorandem of appearance shall be 
appended to the petition : 

Provided that where the petition is field by an ad¬ 
vocate, it shall be accompanied by a duly executed 
Vakalatnama. 

19. Rights of a party to appear before the Bench.—

22. Filing of reply and other documents by the 
respondents (1) Each respondent intending to contest 
the petition shall file, in triplicate, the reply to the 
petition and the documents relied upon with the 
office of the Bench Within such period as may be 
fixed by the Bench but not exceeding fifteen days of 
service of petition upon him. 

(2) In the reply filed under sub-regulation (1), the 
respondent shall specifically admit, deny or explain 
the facts stated by the petitioner in his petition and 
may also state such additional facts as may be found 
necessary for the just decision of the case. The reply 
so filed shall be signed and verified in the manner as 
provided in regulation 14. 

(3) The documents referred to in sub-regulation 
(1) shall also be filed along with the reply and the 
same shall he marked as Annexures Rl, R2, R3 and 
so on. 

(4) The respondents shall also serve a copy of the 
reply along with the documents mentioned in sub- 
regulation (1), duly attested to be true copies on the 
petitioner or his authorised representative, if any, and 
file proof of ■ uch service with the Office of the Bench. 

(5) The Bench may, if so satisfied, allowed filing 
of the reply after the expiry of the prescribed period, 
on suffic erit clause being shown. 

23. Filing of counter-reply by the petitioner.— 
Where the respondent states such additional facts as 
may be necessary for the just decision of the case 
under sub-regulation (2) of regulation 22, the Bench 
may allow the petitioner to file a counter-reply to 
the reply filed by the respondent.

24. Power of the Bench to cull for further infor- 
mation|cvidence.

(4) Where the petition has been heard ex-parte

Provided further that in cases covered by sub-regu¬ 
lation (7) of regulation 21, the Bench shall not set 
aside the ex-parte order merely on the ground that 
a shareholder or an creditor did not have the notice 
of the petition. 

27. Review.—(1) Any party considering itself 
aggrieved by an order made by the Bench on account 
of some mistake or error apparent on the face of the 
record desires to obtain a review of the order made 
against him, may apply for a review of the order to 
the Bench which had made the order. 

(2) No application for review shall be made after 
the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date of 
the order and no such application shall be entertain¬ 
ed unless it is accompanied by an affidavit verifying 
the application in the manner laid down in regulation 
14. 

(3) Where it appears to the Bench that there is no 
sufficient ground for a review, it shall reject the 


application but, where the Bench is of opinion that 
the application for review should be granted, it shall 
grant the same : 

Provided that no such application shall be granted 
without previous notice to the opposite party 
to enable him to appear and to be heard in support 
of the order, a review of which is applied for. 

28, Subsituf)ion of legal representative.—(1) In the 
case of death of any party during the pendency of 
the proceedings before the Bench, the legal repre¬ 
sentatives of the deceased party may apply wihin 
thirty days of the date of such death for being 
brought on record as necessary parties. 

(2) Where no application is received within the 
period specified in sub-regulation (1), the proceed¬ 
ings against the deceased party shall abate : 

Provided that, on good and sufficient reasons, the 
Bench, 6n application, may set aside the order of 
abatement and substitute the legal representaives. 

29. Order of the Bench.—(1) Every order of the 
Bench shall be in writing and shall be signed by the 
member or members constituting the Bench which 
pronounces the order. 

(2) Any order of the Bench deemed fit for publi¬ 
cation in any journal, authoritative report or the 
Press may be released for such publication on such 
terms and conditions as the Board may specify by 
general or special order. 

(3) A copy of evefy interim order granting or re¬ 
fusing or modifying interim relief and final order 
passed on any petition or reference shall be commu¬ 
nicated to the petitioner or the applicant and to 
the respondents and other parties concerned free of 
cost : 

Providd that in the case of an order under section 
17 confirming change of registered office,, two copies 
of the order shall be supplied to the petitioner com¬ 
pany free of cost. 

(4) If the petitioner or the applicant or the res¬ 
pondent to any proceeding requires a copy of any 
document or proceeding, the same shall be supplied 
to him on such terms and conditions and on pay¬ 
ment of such fee as may be fixed by the Bench by 
general or special order. 

(5) The Bench may make such order or give such 
direction as may be necessary or txpedient to give 
ellect to its order or to prevent abuse of its process 
or to secure the ends of justice, 

(6) It shall be lawful for a Bench to fix, and award, 
costs to any of the parties before it where it is of 
opinion that the award of such costs is necessary. 

30. Inspection of records and supply of certified 
copies.—(1) Records of every pending proceedings 
will be open, as of night, to the inspection of the 
parties or their authorised representatives, on making 
an application in writing and on payment of a fee 
of Rs, 10 per day. 
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(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (4) 
of Regulation 29, a person who is not a party 
to the proceedings, may after the final orders 
are passed, for sufficient reasons shown to the 
satisfaction of the Bench obtain copie of the 
petitions, replies and counter-replies on payment of 
such fee. as may he fixed by the Bench by general or 
special order. 

(3) A person, who is not a party to the proceed¬ 
ings, may also obtain, ns of right, at any time after 
the final orders are passed by the Bench, copies of 
♦he orders, on payment of such fee, as may be fired 
bv the Bench by general or special order. 

(4) A person, who is not a party to the proceed¬ 
ings, has. however, no right to inspect the records of 
the proceedings or to obtain copies of the Exhibits 
out in evidence, except with the consent of the 
person bv whom they were produced or under the 
orders of the Bench. 

31. Power and Functions of the Secretary.—( 1 '* The 
Secretary shall be the Principal Office" o F the Board 
and shn 11 exercise his powers and perform his duties 
under die control of the Chairman. 

(2) The Board, in discharge of its functions under 
the Act, may take such as istance from the Secretary, 
as it may deem fit, and the Secretary, shall be bound 
to assist the. Board. 

(3) In particular and without prejudice to the 
generality of the provisions of this rule, the Secre¬ 
tary shall have the following powers and perform the 
following dutie , namely,™ 

(a) The Secretary shall have the custody of the 
records of the Principal Bench. 

(b) Tire Secretary shall receive all petitions, ap¬ 

plications or references pertaining to the 
Principal Bench.

(el The Secretary shall authenticate the orders 
passed by the Principal Bench. 

(f) The Secretary shall ensure compliance of the 

orders passed by the Principal Bench and 
dher Benches. 

(g) The official seal of thc Board shall be in 
thc custody ftiij coutrr] of the Secretary. 

(h) The Secretary shall have the right to collect 

from the Central Government or other 
offices, companies and firms, or any other 
persons such information as may be consi¬ 
dered useful for the purpose of efficient dis¬ 
charge of thc functions of the Board under, 
the Act and place the said information 
be F ore the Board. ! 


32. Powers and dutie: of the Bench Officer.—(1.) 

In addition to the powers conferred elsewhere in these 
Regulations, the Bench Officer shall have tho follow¬ 
ing powers and duties subject to any general or special 
order of the- Bench concerned, namely :— 

(i) to receive ail petitions or applications and 
other document including transferred ap¬ 
plications, 

(ii) to decide all questions arising out of the 
scrutiny of the petitions and applications 
before they are registered; 

(iii) to require any petition or application pre¬ 
sented to the Bench to be umended in ac¬ 
cordance with the Act and the regulations; 

(iv) Subject to the, direction of the Bench, to 
fix the date of first hearing of the petitions 
or applications or other proceedings and 
issue notices thereof; 

(v) to direct any formal amendment of records; 

(vi) to order grant of conies of documents to 
parties to the proceedings; 

(vii) to grant leave to inspect thc records of the 
Bench; 

(viii) to dispose of all matter relating to the ser¬ 
vice of notices or other processes, applica¬ 
tions for the issue of fresh notices and ex¬ 
tending the time for fifing such aopfica'ions 
and to grant time not exceeding fifteen days 
for filing a renlv or reminder, if anv, and 
to place the maficr before, the Bench for 
appropriate orders after (he expiry of the 
aforesaid period;

45. Amendment of order.—Clerical or arithmetical 
mistakes in orders made by the Bench or errors aris¬ 
ing therein from any accidental slip or omission may, 
at any time, be corrected by the Bench either of its 
own motion or on the application of any of the parties, 

46. Genral power to amend.—A Bench may, at any 
time, and on such terms as to costs or otherwise, as 
it may think fit, amend any defect or error in any 
proceeding before it; and all necessary amendments 
shall be made for the purpose of determining the real 
question or issue raised by cw depending on such pro¬ 
ceeding. 

47. Bench to be deemed to be a Court for certain 
purposes.—A Bench shall be deemed to be a Court 
or lawful authoarity for the purpose of prosecution or 
punishment of a person who wilfully disobeys any 
direction or order of such Bench. 

48. Power to dispense with the requirement of the 
regulations.—Every Bench shall have power, for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, to dispense with the 
requirements of any of these regulations, subject to 
such terms and conditions as may be specified. 


40. Reference under section 621A.—(1) Every appli¬ 
cation for compounding of an offence shall be made 
by a company to the Registrar specifying clearly the 
nature of offence, the date or period during which the 
offence was committed or continued, the name and 
address of officers of the company who have committ¬ 
ed the offence and the prayer made. 


49. Preparation of paper took.--The Bench Officer, 
if it so deemed fit. may call upon the parties to pre¬ 
pare a paper book after completion of the pleadings.
